It appears that the Zeppelin reached Blyth from the North 
Sea at about 8:10 o’clock, passed over Blyth and Cramlington and 
proceeded to the neighborhood of Seatonburn. 

Bombs were dropped on several of the villages passed by the 
airship—five at Choppington, three at Wallsend, two at Seatonburn 
and one at Bedlington. 

The airship passed near North Shields and Newcastle. While
